Levi Area Line Breaks 


The Booneville 
Water and Sewage District 
has experienced 12 Leaks 
in 6 Months. 5 of which 
have been in the past 
month. These leaks have 
all been concentrated in the 
same location within a !4 
mile area of main water¬ 
line. These breaks affect 
75 households in their sys¬ 
tem. 

Although all these 
breaks have been repaired 
within a 3 hours of the 
occurrence with the leaks 
being in such close proxim¬ 
ity Officials in Booneville 
are working to identify the 
cause of these events as 
well as a solution to these 
outages. 

There has been 
little or no change in the 
geography of the area other 
than the addition of a tank 
approximately 8 years ago, 
which did increase pressure 
in the area. This addition 
increased the quality of ser¬ 
vice to customers in high 
elevations. Since that time 
there have been no such 
events other than what you 
would expect to be normal 
routine maintenance. 

The area in ques¬ 
tion is a low lying along a 
road in a creek bank and 
has been in service for 
years. 

It is the assertion of the 
Superintendent, David 
Hall, that with it being 
one of the wettest spring, 
summer, and fall on record 
that ground saturation 
and movement could be a 
contributing factor to this 
problem. 

Officials are look¬ 
ing at every possible solu¬ 
tion to the outages includ¬ 
ing the possibility of replac¬ 
ing or relocating the lines 
there. Pressure Reducing 
Stations are also an option 
but would sacrifice pres¬ 
sure to other customers.

7 th Grade Attends 
Blacksmith Workshop

Have you ever 
wished you could meet a 
blacksmith? During the 
week of October 15, 2013 
through October 21, 2013, 
Mrs. Megan Bowling’s 
7^ Grade World history 
class had the privilege to 
participate in a blacksmith 
artist presentation and 
workshop. The workshop 
was conducted by Mr. Bob 
Montgomery at Owsley 
County Middle School. 
Mrs. Bowling’s class has 
been studying Ancient 
Egypt and its monuments 
and leaders. 

Our class 
was full of anticipation as 
we walked down the hall 
toward the workshop. We 
could smell the fire burn¬ 
ing and hear the sound of a 
hammer pounding against 
an anvil. When we arrived 
at the workshop Mr. 
Montgomery explained the 
art of blacksmithing and 
showed us some of his cre¬ 
ations such as a candle- 
holder, a hook and a dragon 
all made through the art of 
blacksmithing. 

All students had 
the opportunity to make 
a replica of an Egyptian 
artifact called a “Was” a

meaning power. This pro¬ 
cess of making a “Was” 
begins with heating the 
metal in a fire. When the 
metal turns orange from 
the heat it becomes mal¬ 
leable. Mr. Montgomery 
then placed the piece on a 
heavy metal block called 
an anvil. An anvil is used 
to hammer the metal on, so 
the piece can be stretched 
and shaped. By this time 
the metal has cooled and 
needs to be re-heated so the 
process of hammering and 
shaping can be done until 
the final shape is achieved. 
The next step is to place the 
item in a cold water bath, 
this help return the metal 
to its normal temperature. 
After the item is cooled, 


you then remove it from 
the water dry it off and 
this remove any unwant¬ 
ed ash, and the “Was” is 
done. After the workshop 
was completed all students 
were able to take home 
their “Was” as a reminder 
of our studies of Ancient 
Egypt artifacts. 

In conclusion I would like 
to recommend all readers 
to attend a blacksmithing 
workshop. It is very ful¬ 
filling being able to shape 
and mold something into a 
work of art. Maybe some¬ 
day I would like to expand 
my knowledge of the art of 
blacksmithing. Tha nk s to 
Mrs. Bowling for allowing 
us to attend this fantastic 
workshop.

Bipartisan group starts planning effort to stimulate economy of hard-hit Appalachian Kentucky 


Eastern Kentucky’s Republican congress¬ 
man and the state’s Democratic governor announced Monday they 
are starting an effort to stimulate the economy of Appalachian 
Kentucky, which includes some of the nation’s poorest counties. 

Gov. Steve Beshear and Rep. Harold “Hal” Rogers 
announced in Hazard that they had hired the Rural Policy Research 
Institute to coordinate a strategic planning process that will go 
public Dec. 9 in Pikeville, with a “summit” that they hope will 
attract hundreds of people from Eastern and Southern Kentucky, 
the regions that have almost all of the state’s Appalachian counties. 

The impetus for the effort appears to be the recent loss of 
6,000 jobs in the coal industry, which has dominated most of Eastern 
Kentucky for a century but is suffering from depletion of easily mined

coal, competition with natural gas, and new environmental regulations. 

“With the difficulties in the coal industry... a lot of people are 
saying there’s no hope for Appalachia,” said Rogers, chair of the House 
Appropriations Committee. “They’re saying the region’s best days are 
over. Well, I say, hogwash. ” He saidthe regionmust “thinkoutside the box.” 

Beshear said the region needs new strategies partly because 
“How we produce and consume energy is shifting, and the availabil¬ 
ity of government money has been sharply curtailed.” However, the 
effort is being helped by the Appalachian Regional Commission and 
the Rural Development branch of the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

The effort has been dubbed Shaping our Appalachian 
Region, with a logo showing an eagle soaring. Beshear said it began 
with a planning team of three dozen regional leaders, primarily from 
the private sector, including coal operator Jim Booth, this year’s 
Kentucky Chamber of Commerce chairman. Booth said his company 
has survived by diversifying beyond coal, and the region needs to do 
likewise. 

“This is the beginning of a process,” Beshear said of the Dec. 9 sum¬ 
mit. “It’s not a one-time event designed to produce a magic formula, 
because there are no magic formulas.. .. what will come of this, to be 
honest with you, we’re not sure. ... To be successful, the people of 
Appalachia, the people of Appalachia, must step up and take ownership 
and responsibility for their own future.” 

Rogers agreed, saying, “The solution to our problem must 
come from within.... It cannot come from Washington or Frankfort or 
your county seat. It’s got to come from us the people, we the people.” 
He said the region must commit to innovation and technology. State 
legislative leaders from the region agreed. 

State House Speaker Greg Stumbo, a Democrat from

Prestonsburg, said, “The target has to be a better trained, better edu¬ 
cated workforce here in the mountains.” 

State Senate President Robert Stivers,a Republican from 
Manchester, said he could not “tell you we will succeed, but if 
we do not try, we will be doomed to failure in Eastern Kentucky.” 

Chuck Fluharty, CEO of the Rural Policy Research Institute, 
said “ have never begun to work with a region in deeper need of very 
serious assessment for its future,” but “I’ve never started with a region 
that has greater commitment to its purpose and greater political leader¬ 
ship.”

And 
there is no bigger shame than the way our leaders have forgotten the 
POW’s and MIA’s. Recovery of them or their remains should be a 
priority. Nothing else is acceptable. How we can justify sending aid 
to a country that has unreturned American heroes is unbelievable to 
me.
